source or chart that will empha- 
size the need for a fresh approach 
to Christian education of adults 
in our day. You will then be ready 
to take part in the plans of your 
commission on education for get- 
ting acquainted with this new 
adult curriculum.

This year’s edition of Planbook 
is designed as a tool for local 
church use in preparing for a 
new day in Christian education. 
With fewer pages but a larger 
size, space has been given to a 
brief interpretation of the Objec- 
tive of Christian education, the 
concerns and life development of 
learners, projected curriculum 
plans for adults, and basic as- 
sumptions about learning and 
leadership. 

Particular attention is given to 
a unit of study for all adults to 
appear in all adult publications 
in April, 1967. The unit is entitled 
“Preparing for a New Day” and 
is introductory to the first series 
of the new adult curriculum. 

This series, Foundation Studies 
in Christian Faith, will be pub- 
lished for use beginning in Sep- 
tember, 1967. Detailed descrip- 


tions of the seven units of study 
in this series are given for exami- 
nation by all adult classes and 
organizations. 

Even though future plans hold 
a prominent place in the booklet, 
current curriculum offerings are 
not neglected. International Les- 
son Series, Adult Fellowship Se- 
ries, Adult Bible Course, Ad- 
vanced Studies units, and Studies 
for Parents are listed as usual. 

Two innovations are the listing 
of study units for young adults ap- 
pearing in Christian Action (re- 
cently transferred to the depart- 
ment of adult publications), and 
the presentation of units for fam- 
ily groups, appearing in The 
Church School. Additional un- 
dated study materials are also 
listed. 

In a special chart, guidance is 
given for selecting study materials 
related to locally developed goals. 
“Resources for Leaders of Adults” 
is a quite comprehensive listing of 
books, pamphlets, and _ other 
materials helpful to all with lead- 
ership responsibilities. 





September Hymn of the Month 


Praise to the Lord 


The Methodist Hymnal, No. 60 (1939 edition), No. 55 (1964 edition) 


Rarely is hymnody blessed with the combination of a great text 
and a great tune; but in “Praise to the Lord” and “Lobe den 
Herren” we have such a combination. Percy Dearmer describes it 
as “a magnificant song of praise, perhaps the finest there is, when 


we consider the tune.” 
hymn of praise to God . 


Dr. Julian describes it as “a magnificant 
. and of the first rank in its class.” 


But we needn’t go to ‘the critics for evidence of this hymn’s 
greatness. Read the text. Feel the lift and grandeur of the words. 
Study the fitness of the tune for the text. All the strong words 
fall on the accented notes. The tune seems to say, as do the words, 


“Join me in glad adoration!” 


This hymn is based primarily on Psalms 103 and 150, but it also 
contains the Christian idea that God is a loving Father who cares - 


for each one of his children.
